1, Tb« orgflnlcation baadad by Stafan B.AIIDBRA ia organised on prlnoiplea 
dlraetly o^mtradletory to toarloan baliafaj thaaa Incloda dletatorial typa of 
dijraet(brahip» raqvired submlaaion to and veneration of the dlreetorahlp, blind 
fulfillment of orders, intolaranoa, at al. 

2* Totalitarian tandanelas exprasaad by tba BANQfiBA organisation are 
raflaeted ini 

a. Intoleranaa to any and all other thoughts, ideas, groups or organisations 
idtieh are found In the eaiigration. 

b. Attnafta to eontrol every faeet of emigre life. Ineluding msabers of 
hla own organisation as well as other organizatlone, through use of ealumny, 
slander, hate caapaigns and even via threats and outriidit sets of terror. 

e. As the advoeate of a totalitarian, diotatbrlal type of govemsent 
in a future liberated IJkralne. 

3. In its day to day aotivltles, the BASOlffiA organisation heeds neither civil 
nor moral laws, ^e following items are attributed to the BANO:^ organisation and 
typifies the organisation’s underlying concepts and beliefst 

a. Utilisation of force and terror by members of the BAlirDERA organisation 
(espeoially by the SB) against other emigres who are mmabera of other emigre parties 
whose political beliefs do not coincide with the beliefs of the BANDERA organisation.

s. Liquidation ( literal snirdey) of pereonelitiee in oppoeing politloal 
part lee, s.g. the disappear fnca of Profeaeor PStROT and the Xiqulda- 
tlone in Mittmiwtld and in Komberg. 

f. Phyaleal attaeka upon and beating up of vsrioua emigre figures, e.g. 
the oeee of HULAI. 

g. Thefts of private mail from BANDIRA curgenlsetlon opponents as well ee 
subsequent publication of such interceptad (atolan) mall. 

h. BANDERA organisation damanda to Uka mtigraa that ewtain other newspaper 
ba boycotted by the eaigrationi forcible destruction and tsking away of

a. Although the ostenaible fiinetion of theSB is to work against 
CoMMunist infiltration of the 3AB0BSA organisatim, the SB in faet engages 
in ectivitiss against perallsl (opposing) emigre organisations and emigrs 
psracmialitiea for the purposa of enehanclng, by all meana at their disposal, 
tha position of the SAM)JSBA organlsatlcm. 

b« All thefts, kidnappings, liquldstions, counterfeiting and other 
aforamentionad civil end moral Eolations were precipitated by the SB and 
fulfilled upon specific instructions of the SB.
